Rev. Thomas S. Robjent Talked 


interestingly Yesterday. 


Five Diner Ministers of Uie Gospel Also 


Give THelr Views on tlie Social Evil 


And Told How I tie Kvi) Could »e Cured— 


Six Doctor* Givubix DifTvrnin Method*

— A Good Sl7.»il Crowd In Attend- 


ance Ht Kendall's Hall. 


There was a special service (for wen 


only) at Kendall's hall yesterday after- 
noon. 
It was held under the auspices 


of the Y. M. 0. A., and Rov. Thomas 
S. 
Robjent, 
pastor of Sixth Street 


Methodist church, was the speaker. 


The meeting (for nieu only) was 


well advertised—not only through the 
columns of the press, but by means of 
startling-lookiiig 
small bills, which 


were scattered over the streets. 
The 


rsnlt was that an audience of about 
two hundred—-mostly young men—was 
gathered in the hall when the exorcises 
were opened with a song service. Rov, 
Mr. Robjeuc then began his address, 
without preface, upon 
"The Social 


Evil." 


The address of Rev. Mr. 
Hobjent 


was very earnest—very interesting—- 
and his appeals to men to lead bettor 
and purer lives went right home. 
He 


said, among other things, that all com- 
munities verb cursed with the fallen 
woman. 
She was invariably shut out 


from society—from all that was sweet 
and pure in life, while a man who had 
sinned was too often welcomed iu the 
portals of refined society. 
Ho recalled 


an incident of a mnu he liar! met on a 
steamer once—a man with a nice fam- 
ily and a wide circle of acquaintances. 
This man hnd confessed to him that he 
had been the rnin of many a yoting 
girl. 
Yet, there he was, gladly wel- 


comed into society. 


The doors of society wt-re slammed 


iu the face of the woman who had 
sinned—aye, and sometimes it seems 
that even in our churches and schools 
the 
fallen one 
receives but scanty 


recognition or congratulation on her 
escape. 


In the experience of tha world, throe 


plans had been tiiod to eradicate the 
social evil. 
The first was, to suppress 


the woman and her sins. 
This was 


cried in Ancient Rome. 
The 
unfor- 


tunates were flogged 
and 
dragged 


through the .streets nnd often executed, 
but this plan failed. 


The second plan WHS, to .sopnrato 


these women—place them iu quarters 
by themselves and compel them to wear 
n peculiar dress. 
This plan had been 


tried again and again. 
It was tried iu 


Rome only sixty years ngo, hut it had 
failed to separate the tallon woman 
from pure society. The women refused 
io live in the suction assignor! to them 
—to svoar the eostntno which was the 
mark of their degradation. The Now 
York 
reformers were agitating the 


J9iiuit) plan uow. 


The third plan was to shot our eyes 


to the sin and put our hands upon the 
gold of these women—to compel them 
to register and have licenses. This has 
been tried in Paris and in Cleveland 
sind other cities of our own country, 
and it has invariably fa-Hud utterly. 


The question now arose, "How did 


Christ deal with these women?" 
The 


speaker 
then 
pictured tho scene—as 


sweet as anything in the Bible—where 
Christ was foisting in that old Eastern 
home, when a woman of the streets 
was attracted to the honso and became 
so affected th;it she bathed Ins feet in 
her teais and then dried them with her 
hair. 
And when tho other guests \vero 


about to cast her nut, aghast at her 
temerity, Christ stayed thorn and for- 
gave tin* woman for her sins. 
There 


was aujthur scene in the Bible where a 
fallen 
woman 
was dragged before 


Christ, and when he had said, "Let 
him who is without sin among yon (ir.st 
cast a stone." 
It was a shame on 


society that a man .should sin and be 
as reputable as ever—should clasp the 
hand of sume pure woman and moot 
them in tho purity and sanctity of 
their own homes. 
He could not under- 


stand why some women welcomed im- 
pure men to their homes—aye, married 
them if they could. 


In conclusion, Rev. Mv. 
Robjent 


hoped that his andience would lead bet- 
tor and purer lives. 
"If 
we have 


sinned," said lie. "lot us ask Ohriat, 
with the shadow of his cross resting 
on us, to absolve us from our sin." 


There wern a number of other min-

ing Koom—How the Strops 


Are Mmle. 


The razor strop of human skin ex- 


emplifies the fin desiecle indifference of 
the age to means and ends. It need 
scarcely be said that it was in the brain 
of a heartless medical student, steeleci 
to insensibility of the sacredness of the 
corporeal body by constant contact with 
it in the dissecting-room, that this.ra.zor 
etrop had its origin.

It is ;ilso well known that a razor can 


be nicely "finished" on the palm of the 
hand. This fact led to the use of small 
crude strops made of bits of flesh, se- 
cured in the dissecting-room. The pos- 
sibilities of this human flesh strop ap- 
pealed so forcibly to the practical mind 
of one of the students that he began 
experiments which have resulted in the 
introduction very quietly on the tnar- 
]<et of a razor strop made of 
human
